A month ago the jewelry store of Mr. 
Morse, on Madison, near Peoria street, 
within a few blocks of the Police Station, 
was entered by robbers, the vault torn out, 
and goods to the value of about $16,000 
carried off. The police force of Chicago 
have never been able to discover the least 
trace of the persons who committed this 
robbery or of the goods stolen. On 
Saturday the goods were returned to Mr. 
Morse for g consideration, and by persons 
known only to Morse and the agent who 
negotiated the bargain. These gaods 
Ave never been outside of Chicago. They 

tron the store to a place of 
deposit, and then negotiations were 
opened for their return for a considera- 
tion. Where was that place of deposit ? 
Who was the custodian? If the police of 
Chicago have any capacity at all to cope 
with thieves, the existence of such a place 
ought certainly to be known to them ; 
particularly they ought to have 
made the discovery in the month 
that has intervened. If this case stood 
alone, it might be regarded as one of those 
exceptional instances of successful crime 
which baffle police serutiny, butit is mere- 
ly the repetition of an old story in Chicago. 
Other jewellers have had their stores rob- 
bed, and other jewellers have had their 
goods returned to them, and the police, so 
far as the outside world is informed, have

It needs no argument to satisfy the pub- 
he thata police siaff which has been in 
office as long as has that in Chicago, which 
confesses its inability to discover such no- 
torious and beld-faced robberies and re- 
turns of property as these, is unit to be 
continued in office a day. They might be 
discharged at any moment, and the public 
service would not sustain any loss. If 
these men will not, or cannot, discover 
the operators in schemes so transparent 
as these, then they had better be retired 
for others who will atttempt it. 

But it will be claimed that these things 
are actomplished by private detectives,— 
that is, by organized detective forces, who 
are not employed by the city, and that 
these detective agencies have better 


these operations than the detective force 
employed by the eity. If this proves any- 
thing, it but confirms-what we have said, 
that the city officers art inferior; that the 
best men are not in the public service; 
and that to enable the city to lay hands on 
the robbers, and on the goods stolen, the 
city’ must employ the men who never 
have any difficulty in doing, so. If these 
goods were found by a private detective 


the robbers forced, at the proper 
time, to deliver them to the owner, 
then the Mayor and the Police 
Commissioners should = ascertain who 
that detective is. and eseure ‘hic 
vices for the public. That is the ability 
and genius which are wanting in our 


police force, and, if the successful 
detective will amy make himself 
knohn, be will unquestionably 


receive the credit and glory which belong 
to him. Who is he? Will he present 
himeelf to a public anxious to know the 
man who by instinct can place his hands 
on stolen property and the robbers in ton 
minutes aftera robbery, aud who can 80 
persuade the gentry of the error of their 
ways that hey will deliver up to him 
every diamond, watch, »recelet, chain, 
spoon, and earring. to be returned to their 
lawful owner ?

To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune: 

Sra: It is with no ordinary feeling of 
satisfaction that I resume the series of my 
communications to your paper, interrupted 
for a season by the great calamity which so 
eeverely tested and so triumphantly proved 
the energies and prospects of the admirable 
population and city of Chicago. Upon this 
subject of the Great Fire, and the new fa- 
ture of the community, which, during my 
residence of a few months, I learned so en- 
tirely to regard and admire, I would gladly 
dwell. But to-day I propose to speak upon 
the topic which is more immediately agitat- 
ing all men’s minds, and to indicate the 
reasons which have satisfied me that no bet- 
ter thing can be done for the country st this 
juncture than to send Horace Greeley to the 
White Housein the March of the next year 


of grace. 

Let me confess freely, at the outset, that, 
when the nomination was made at Cimein- 
nati, I shared for the moment the feeling of 
disappointment eatertained by the ablest 
leaders of the Liberal Republican party. Mr. 
Greeley is not the individual to create a 
strong enthusiasm in a reflecting mind, as 
fer as his personal merits are concerned, 
though there is much in him that challenges 
the affections. Short of enthusiasm, and of 
that approval to be commanded only by a 
character in which the judgment and the 
passions are well balanced, there is mach in 
this eminent man to which no admirer of in- 
dustry, kindness, and ardent patriotism can 
rightfully refuse his recognition. Mr, Gree- 
ley is no ideal statesman. So much may be 


conceded ungrudgingly to his opponents, 
And his defects lie so completely on the sur- 
face that to strike at him continuously, as 
some people do, ia but a cheap exercise of 
faculty. Wholly a child of nataf®, it is im- 
possible not to satinze him now and then, 
But to go on doing it for ever, is to show a 
want o arsmatic perception of the fitness 
of things. One who never wraps himself up 
in disguise, like this unsophisticated product 
of the soil, cannot fail, in the long run, to 
make one remember how great a claim Im- 
plicity has upon the sympathy of all who do 
pot deliver themselves over irretrievably to 
the devil of satire. Besides, this question of 
the Presidency is no question at all of per- 
sonalideals. We cannot go te Providen 
and get the loan of a Seraph for the ne 
President of this Republic. It is now a mat- 
ter of choice between two men,—-General 
Grant, who represents the Silence which, in 
spite of Thomas Carlyle, is sometimes quite 
as much leaden as golden and Horace Gree- 
ley, who represents Speeeh, which, if it has 
uttered different things at difterent times,has, 
at all events, always come from a full 
beating kindly for fellow-men. Betweenthe
